The specific crime of which Wiman was 
found guilty jada | forgery of the indorse- 
ment of EK. W. Bulllmger on a check for $6,000 
and depositingit tao his own credit in the 
Central National Bank. There were other 
indictments,also charging forgery ,to the ag- 
gregate of $24,000. It also charged that as 
manager tor R. G. Dun & Co. for thirteen 

ears, he robbed that concern of $287,000. In 

is defense it was claimed that he was a 
member of the firm of R. G. Dun 4 Co., and 
as such had the right to sign the firm’s name 
to checks. The prosecution claimed that he 
was not a member of the firm, but as its gen- 
eral manager received a salary equal to one- 
sixth of the profits. One indictment 
charged the forgery of the signature of Og- 
den Brower on a check for $5,580 in January, 
18938. The others charge the forgery of the

SUGAR AMEN DMENT 


Senate Finance Committee’s Free Entry 
Restriction Adopted. 


LOGS AND LUMBER TO BE PUT ON THE 
FREE LIST, 


The Measure Carried by a Strict Party 
Vote—fensational Episode—Free List 
Completed—Tariff Debate Nearing an 
End— Other Measures Before the 
Senate. 


WASHINGTON, D. ©., June 20.—Mr. Potter 
addressed the Senate briefly at the opening 


of to-day’s session in support of his resolu- 


tion instructing the Committee on post · 
omces and Post Roads to report back a 
postal savings bill. 

Mr. Manderson said he had introduced a 
postal savings bill based on the English sys- 
tem, but he could not favor the naternalistic 
scheme of Mr. Petter. who contemplated 
making the Government the banker of the 
people andthe complete extinction of pri- 
vate institutions. No action was taken on 
the resolution. 

A resolution offered by Mr. Cullen in- 
structing the Commissioner of Pensions to 
report to the Senate what portion of the 
annualappropriations for pensions will re- 
main unexpended at the end of the Oscal 
year ending June 30, 1894, was agreed to 
without objection. 

Mr. Sherman presented 4 joint resolution 
passed by the Ohio Legislature relating to 
the celebration of the 100th anniversary of 
the victory of Anthony Wayne at Fall River, 
Va., to mark the conquest of the Indian war. 


It was appropriately referred. After some 
bills of local importance the tariff Dill was 
laid before the Senate. 

The consideration of the free list was re- 
sumed, the pending quastion being Mr. Pef- 
fer’s amendment to strike salt from the free 
list and put it on the dutlabie list at 5 cents 
per 100 pounds. The present duty on salt is 8 
cents. 

Mr. Peffer explained that personally he 
favored free salt, but that his constituents 
interested in salt manufacture believed they 
would be injured Dy the placing of salt on 
the free list. 

The bill was lost—2é to 88. 

The Finance Committee amendment re- 
tricting the free entry of raw sugarto such 
as is not manufactured in any way, was 
agreed to.

The Change of Grade Law Denounced— 
Need ef Railroad Bridges—Eighteenth 
Street Should Be Widened at the New 
Union Station—Bids on Alley Paving— 
City Hall News. 


The annual report of the Board of Public 
Improvements was this morning submitted 
to the Mayor tor approval. It is a lengthy 
document covering about 100 pages of type- 
written matter. 

It commences by stating that since the 
adoption of the city charter in 
1876 tde city has fully doubled 
its population and has extended its actual 
occupany of the ground far beyond 
what was deemed probable at 
that time. Win this growth new 
conditions have arisen, diminishing the 
ratio between the portion ot munictpal 
revenue which can be set apart for public 
work and the urgent needs of such improve- 
‘ments, This bas made it necessary to trans- 
er the cost of work as far as possible from 
the public purse to assessment against the 


property benefited. 

One step of the change was the creation of 
sewer districts of large area. Another 
change gradually came in through the inade- 
quacy of appropriations for grading 
and improvement of streets, whereby 
the rush of demands tor street 
work preference was openly given to cases 
where property-owners would agree to pay 
the whole or a part of the excess of the 
assessment over 25 per cent of the assessed 
valuation. 

The board in this respect then enters into a 
Gissertation of the merits of the stone 
law’’ for removing the 25 per cent limit pro- 
vided by the charter. In the opinion 
of the board the principle of agsess- 
ing the greater part of the cost of an im- 
provement upon a district according 
to area is correct. The proportion to 
be assessed on frontage may now 


be compromised as one-third for the whole 
city, or better left to the discretion of the 
Municipal Assembly in each case. The re- 
mainder to be assessed against each lotin a 
district, to be established and defined in the 
ordinance authorizing the improvement in 
the proportion that the area in each lot in 
the district bears to the total area, exclusive 
of streets and alleys, 

The new law making the whole cost of 
grading streets and alleys chargeable as a 
special tax againstthe adjoining property. 
the report says, is productive of injustice 
and practical almeulty. 

With these amendments the doard delte ve 
that the stone law would prove a practical 
Measure, and, while increasingthe burden 
—— property- Owners as compared with the 

rter provisions, will be equitable in the 
distribution of that burden. 

Inthe mtatter of street and alley pave- 
ments the board accepts the existing con di- 
tions as the best which could be adopted. 

Complaint is made against 
concerning the change 
which is elassed as 
stacle to progress 
new Streets,’’ under which heavy damages 
have at times been secured by property own- 
ers against the city. This is especially potice- 
able in the older portions of the city. 

The need of several new bridges and the 
reconstruction of the old ones is brought for- 
ward. It is recommended thet all ordi- 
nances in future granting railways the privi- 
lege of crossing under street provisions re- 
quire the construction and perpetual 
maintenance of the necessary bridges 
and their reconstruction at the expense 
of the railroad companies when they become 
inadequate for any reason. 

The rd expresses its sympathy with the 
movement recently inaugurated by the arch- 
itects and surveyors for the construction of 
an extensive down-town boulevard system, 
gen it falls to see how this is to be done

Carlisle said to a reporter to-day: ‘‘Last 
year the amount .appropriated for sal- 
artes for the st.

This sum will be used 
in promotions and in making some additions 
to the inside working force. Besides this in- 
creased n the department

anannual salary of $800 for their frst and 
second years, this means another increased 
®Ppropriation of $20,000, because the salary 
of these men will be independent of the gen- 
eral salary appropriation of 5270, 000. 


TWENTY-FIVE REW CARRIERS, 

The twenty-fve new carriers will be 
taken from the civil service list of eligibles 
or substitutes, of which there are forty- 
three. We have 278 carriers at pres- 


ent, 30 that force 
ig increased we will have 298. I 
cannot give the details of the distribution or 
apportionment which I will make of the $20,- 
000 increase of the general salary appropria- 
tion, because I have not as yet decided how 
I will use it. The twenty-five extra 
carriers will Tmit us to increase 
the efficieney of the office. Routes will be 
shortenedand the number of distributions 
will de“ increased in certain districts where 
either Gwellings or factories have 
multiplied within the st few years.

Few More 8 and Difficult Prob~ 
lems. Have Ever Confronted Congress 
~The Two ‘Propositions Advanced— 
One Great Objection to the Funding 
Scheme— What Senator Brice Says. 


Wasnincror, D. C., Jane 0.—Few more 
intricate and dificult problems heve ever 
confronted Congress than the settlement of 
financial relations between the Government 
and Pacific roads, thet has engagedthe at 
tention of committees of the House and 
Senate this session. Two positions have 
been advanced and more or less digested. 
The principal one is a funding plan by which 
the status of the Pacific debts are read- 
justed, the Government assuming au 
the bonded indebtedness of the con- 
panies and requiring graded payments 
extendifig. over a time varying in the differ- 
ent bills from fifty to 12% years. The 
secondary pian contemplates proceedings in 
the courts against. the individeal stock- 


law, which makes them individually re- 
sponsible forthe debts of the road. On the 
other hand is’ proposed a resort to fore- 


charters by which the government would 
secure control of the property and either sell 
or manage it after the first mortgage had 
been satisfied. 

For the frst plan the Chairman of the 
House Committee report, Reilly of Pennsyl- 
vania, stands sponsor. Representatives 
Boatner of Louisianaand Clark of Missouri 
have introduced propositions embodying the 
second; while the California members, Geary 
and Maguire, have favored the last, also ad- 
vocating that the Hopkins, Stanford and 
Crocker estates and President Huntington be 
held responsible for their handling of the 
Government subsidies so far asis practi- 
cable, 

One objection to the funding plan, which 
some members consider fatal, is that the 
charter of the Central Pacific expires within 
twenty years. They hold that the Govern- 
ment cannot makeany arrangement with the 
corporation for a longer term of years than 
the life of the body, so that even the fifty- 
year funding plan would be impossible, ac- 
cording totheir view. Mr. Huntington has 
held out the representation that his company 
would be able to meet its obligations of 
interest and semi-annual payments 
upon the principal, but the opponents 


oftnis plan argue that it gives the Govern- 
ment no greater assurance of recovering its 
claims, while it bars it from resorting to any 
summary methods of foreciosing for its debt, 
althou the funding DHils do contain a 
clause authorizing the Government to take 
possession when there isa default in pay- 
ment. As for the proceedings against stock- 
holders under the California law some un- 
certainty in regard to the application of that 
law have been suggested, while the fact that 
the Hopkins and rocker estates have been 
distributed presents complications, not tak- 
ing into consideration the sentiment against 
menacing the endowment funds of the stan- 
fora University. 
Although the funding pian has in the House 
1 Deen narrowed to a ffty-year 
term‘and the 8 per cent rate of interest been 
decided upon, the success of that plan is by 
no means assured. Six members of the 
House committee of fifteen are known to be 
opposed to any funding scheme, while oth- 
ers are uncertain.
